The Cost of Carrying the Mail 


And Some Suggested Improvements 


In its search for new revenue the federal government has 


checked up on the cost of carrying second-class postal matter 
-y-newspapers, magazines and other periodicals—and finds a 
sizeable deficit. Raising the rates on second-class matter to 
eliminate this deficit would contribute something to the federal 
revenue picture, and a congress committee is studying the 
proposal. 
I should explain, right off, it is 


•©immaterial to this particular news- 


paper what the congress finally de- 
cides to do about second-class rates. 
Nor docs it make a groat deal of dif- 
ference to any newspaper, I imagine. 


Rural subscribers who receive news- 


papers under the second-class rate get 
the benefit of the saving in distri- 
bution costs, which, as between gov- 
ernment mail in the country and cur- 
rier boys in town, is considerable. The 
Star, for instance, sells for SG.50 a year 
in town; $3.50 in the four-county mail

in this self-governing republic.

But on the other hand, I am frank 


to admit I would like to see some 
improvement in rural 
second-class 


postal service, and as a publisher I 
would be willing to absorb part of 
the extra cost. 


Newspapers depending on the mail 


for delivery in rural Arkansas are 
unquestionably handicapped, for in- 
stance, by week-day interruptions 
due to federal holidays, when there 
is no rural free delivery. Personally, 
I would like to see the government 
hire substitute carriers to make the 
delivery on federal holidays— except- 
ing of course, those holidays which all 
of us observe, such as Fourth of 
July, Thanksgiving and Christmas. 
And for this extra service we would 
expect to pay something. 


Furthermore, Hope lias 
a 
local 


postal delivery situation which hurts 
us in northern Hempstead county and 
which ought to be corrected regard- 
less of expense, I refer to the fact 
that mail dispatched from Hope this 
afternoon is not delivered in Blevins 
and 
McCaskill until afternoon — and 


.sometimes very late in the afternoon. 


1 would like to see a star route 


set up to run mail direct from Hope 
to Blevins, speeding up service in 
north Hempstead county so that de- 
livery is made in mid-morning, as it 
is elsewhere in Hope's territory. And 
for this too we should be willing 
to pay.

France Gives 
Pledge to U.S. 


Written Pledge 
Not to Surrender 
Fleet or Colonies 


WASHINGTON -(/P)- The French 


government Tuesday 
gave 
renewed 


-assvi'ances iu.-wxitin,g-.,.tov.fl}e U. S~ 
that the French fleet and colonies 
would not be surrendered to Germany 
or any other power. 


A note containing specific guarantees 


was delivered by the French ambas- 
sador, Gaston Henry-Haye, to Sum- 
ner Welles, Undersecretary of State. 


The note, the ambassador told re- 


porters, was drafted by him on in- 
structions from the Vichy govern- 
ment. It was intended to remove mis- 
givings here on the scope of French- 
German negotiations. 
'The French acted apparently in 


conformity with a request last week 
jy Secretary Hull that the Vichy 
government should define its position 
clearly in writing if it wished 
to 


convince the world that pro-Hitler 
elements were not in supreme control 
at Vichy. 


Henry-Haye declined to disclose full 


details of the note but he told re- 
jorters: 


"We hope it will be a disappoint- 


ment to those people who arc trying 
to disturb Franco-Americans 
rela- 


tions."

Or,, if he wanted 
to clean up a few personal bills, he 
could work every day and have a 
good check at the end of the seventh 
day to show his family. Also, as a 
casual laborer, he never had to think 
about paying an income tax.

ockers resented this. They felt they 
iad a good case, because to-date they 
ad been unloading ships faster than 
ne material could be cleared from 
rie wharf sheds. 
But the government and the em- 
iloyers wanted regularity, and for this 
hey guaranteed employment and a 
minimum weekly wage. 


Self-Appointed Spokesmen 


Some two thousand dockers were 


milling, around in a smoke-filled cin- 
ema house in the center of town, wait- 
ng for the meeting to be called a 
ieven o'clock. 
For color and excitement this gath- 


ering of Glasgow dockers, who are 
>redominantl'y Irish, had any New 
York or San Francisco union meeting 
jacked off the map. 


It started 
slowly enough. 
There 


were no fights or heckling from the 
loor, at first. But when union lead- 
ers began presenting the government 
ultimatum, fifty or. so self-appointed 
spokesmen tried to take the floor. One 
man finally did get priority, but it 
did him little good, because every 
time he stopped for breath the others 
who had failed to get the nod would 
break in. 


It went on like this for an hour or 


two. 
One group favored an outright 


strike. But the cooler heads'said this 
would gain the union nothing but a 
black eye. And anyway, a wartime 
government can move fast and ef- 
fectively when the nation effort is 
periled. 


A couple of fights broke out in the 


gallery during the height of the de- 
bate, but at the end of four hours 
the appeasement efforts of the old 
guard prevailed. A vote was taken 
and the ballot showed there would 
certainly be no strike. 


Union 
leaders, 
however, 
lacked 


enough votes to swing the men into 
line that night. Not that the large 
minority was intent upon sinking the 
war effort, but it was just determined 
not to accede too quickly. 


They didn't like Bevin and were 


loud in saying so. Privately though, 
they knew they had no other course 
but to sign up with the government. 
But by holding out they hoped it 
would be a warning to the Ministry 
of Labor that on the day peace came, 
they intended going oack to the old 
system. The meeting ended on that 
note, indecisively. 


Don't Like to Be Pushed 


Around 


The next morning, around a mobile 


American canteen donated by the 
British War Relief Society, a group 
of men from a pig iron freighter on 
the Clydeside were talking. They had 
all suddenly placed their names to 
the government roster that morning, so 
they no longer were casual labor. 


"It's not the steady work we ob- 


ject to," said one. "We probably all 
intended signing on with the gov- 
ernment anyway. But it's the way 
Frnie Bevin pushes you into things 
that we don't like. 


"Besides, fishing season 
is open 


now and it would be sort of nice to 
knock off on occasions, during the 
week, and go out to Loch Lomond."

|)WASHINGTON-H hordly has been 
Hwntioned, but one of the bottlenecys 
of national defense is our wonderful 
system of highways.

gress is prcpnrlng to do something 
nbotit it. It's Imrd to predict whnt 
ifongress will do under nny clrcum- 
stnnccs, but Washington's capital wise- 
acres nre saying that congress cnn't 
miss doing something nbout this clr- 
cumstnnee. 


Behind this prediction Is nnother of 


jjiose strnngc American stories. The 
Jiiited Sliiles bus the greatest roud 
system in the world—nearly a million 
miles of,tilt; finest a rubber lire ever 
rolled over. But the United States 
covers (i lot of territory. Its high- 
Ways 
cross 
everything 
from 
the 


fljwamps of Florida to the Great Di- 
vide. 


Because of that—or in spite of li- 


the'- army mid navy and miliotril de- 
fense now nre sweating over the prob- 
lem of how to'maneuver on the higli- 
AWiys of America and get their big 
frlns and convoys (truck fleets) and 
mechnnl'/.ed forces into and out of 
strategic centers and scores of train- 
ing camps—and how to got labor in- 
to and out of the new defense plants. 


Preliminary steps in remedying this 


filiation already have boon taken and 
out of these I can give you some pic- 
ture of conditions as they exist today. 
In the first place there is the report 
which the public roads ubministrution 
has mode to Federal Works Adminis- 
trator John W. Carmody, at the spec- 
ial request of President Roosevelt.

WASHINGTON — To convoy or not 


to convoy may be just another crack- 
er barrel issue to John Q. Citizen, 
but to the hard-headed admirals it's 
a transportation problem, vastly com- 
plicated by the airplane and the rad- 
io. 


Plane spotters and radio sound de- 


vices are the new pawns in the con- 
voy game. By and large, the airplane 
is the better pawn. Because the Ger- 
mans nre based on Brest, 
France, 


in this war, they have an advantage 
they lacked in 1914-'18. They're clos- 
er to the stea'mer lanes than are Bri- 
tain's own air scouts. When . they 
spot a convoy, they don't have1 to 
wait for a submarine to come along 
and hit the targets. They can let 
fly their own bombs. And it doesn't 
lake much of a bomb to put a thin- 
skinned merchant vessel out of bus- 
iness. 


Radio- spotting devices are more 


sensitive in this war, but still they 
are not keen enough to warn convoys 
in time enough to scatter far. 


The British convoy problem is more 


complicated in this war because the 
British fleet does not have the help 
of the French, Italian, and Japanese 
fleets, nor the help of Uncle Sam's 
naval forces. 


The British admiralty apparently 


has felt it could not spare large flotil- 
las for convoy work, and so has had 
to shorten the periods of escort, botli 
on outgoing and incoming voyages. 
That has made the pickings easier for 
the Germans. 


How is a convoy escorted, and at- 


tacked? The usual convoy is a herd 
of merchant ships, escorted through 
dangerous water by destroyers, the 
arch foes of submarines. 


Especially valuable shipments are 


sometimes guarded by a cruiser, or 
even a battleship. But big ships like 
that don't come a dime a dozen, and 
their use breaks up units of battle 
fleets. 


That the British can't spare many 


big ships for convoy duty explains 
why the Germans have been using 
cruisers or battle cruisers against con- 
voys. A destroyer doesn"t have a 
chance against these big ships, for 
cruiser guns range far beyond those 
of a destroyer. They can pick off 
ships in the convoy line with ease. 


British dearth of escorts also ex- 


plains why the Royal Air Force went 
after the Scharnhorst and the Gneis- 
enau in their French berths day af- 
ter day until these big battle cruisers 
were reported 
out of 
commissioi 


While they were loose, the Gneisena 
and Scharnhorst were death on con 
voys. 


The British have established con 


voy meeting spots, where merchan 
ships wait for escort through wate 
close to the British isles. There se- 
veral destroyers usually meet eacl 
coirvoy. As the line gets under way 
the destroyers set 
their speed 
to 


match the slowest ship in the line 
which 
may 
be 
between six ant 


eight knots. 


If a submarine is sighted, the des- 


troyers order (he convoy to scatter

It promises continuation of the corn 
loan program through this year and 
next; to make loan corn available to 
producers at the loan rate plus cer- 
tain carrying charges; to set no mar- 
keting quotas for the 1941 crop; and 
to allow producers in the commercial 
corn producing areas to ptoduce then 
usual acreage. That solves the feed
